THE FAMOUS ALERT BURNED 
Was In the Creely Rescue Expedi- 


tion and Had Anchored Nearerthe 
Pole than Any Other Ship 
A Quetec despatch eayg HerMaje ty s 


steamer Alert, one of the most famous 
of tbe vessels that were engaged iu Arc 
tic exploring, has sailed her last voyage 
Bought it anc'ion for le»s than &>,000 
from the Canadian government a few 
weeks a^o by i shipbuilder of New 
Brunswick the \lert w«? beached on 
the Beauport bbtmls, m this harbor, by 
her purchaser and, after tieine disman 
tied, washred for the sake of htr old 
metal 


bhe was pi-panted by the British an 


thontie* LO Canada some ten VPHIS ago, 
to be u ed m exploring tiie Hudson 
btraus 
On the expedition she was 


caught In an ice floe for nearly a mouth, 
buc escaped serious danger 


l*he A ert had the record of having 


anchored m latitude 82 degrees, 27 mm 
utes, nearer to tbe pole than any other 
ship 
At that time she formed part of 


the Narea polar expedition of 1875 and 
1376, and was commanded by Captain 
(now Admiral) Murk bam 
Her sinter 


ship was the Discovery 
For over four 


months tbe membet&^f this expedition 
never saw the sun 
(They reached! tbe 


grave of Capt F. C Hall, of the United 
States ship Polaris, and erected a me- 
morial plate over it 


in 1883 the Alert, having been found 


ao well crflpted for navigating the Arc- 
tic eeas, was borrowed from the British 
Admiraltv and thoroughly refitted by 
the commission appointed by the United 
States Congress to arrange the expedi- 
tion for the relief of Lieut. -Greely and 
partv. 


This WLS the expedition which reached 


Lien' Greely and the survivors of his 
party when they were all on the point 
ot succumbing to famine and cold, hav- 
ing sqihslf ted for over a month on noth- 
ing but lichens and boiled strips of seal- 
skin. 
The Alert was the eappiy boat of 


tbe expcditinn. 
Had the resdning partv 


arrived at Greely's headquarters a few 
boars later. Dot one of the partv would 
have been found alive. 


Many relic batters here obtained 


pieces of Lhe wood of ttm old sblp before 
ahe finally went ap to fltmw, after hav- 
ing successfully withstood the action of 
Arcllclce. ^
